Dear Dr. Huff: 

I wish to thank you for yours of December 8 
giving data on infections found in the blood smears 
that I collected last spring in Panama. This Is 1 
interesting but frankly I see no relation between the 
habits of the bird and the infection. 

In the two examples that carried Plasmodium, 
the first, Eucoroetis, is a tanager that Inliabiis ihe 
jungle areas In ®cfc growth and usually is found near 
the ground. The second, Tyrannus melancblicus, is 
a kingbird that is found on open perches at the edge of 
forest where It has clearer view all around. It is an 
aerial feeder in the main and lives in the open or in the 
more open outer branches of the trees. The two, thus, 
are quite dissimilar in habits.

2 GET NAVY AWARDS 
FOR INSULATED SHOES 


Two civilian technical employes 
of the naval supply activities of¬ 
fice at Third Avenue and Twenty- 
ninth Street, Brooklyn, received 
commendations last week for de¬ 
veloping a “thermos boot” that has 
prevented trench foot in Korea 
this winter. 

Those commended were Salva¬ 
tore V. Giariola of 1823 Seventy- 
seventh Street, Brooklyn, super¬ 
visor of research development, and 
Dominick E. Maglio of 1054 Sev¬ 
enty-first Street, Brooklyn, a re¬ 
search technician. Each com¬ 
mendation carries extra pav of 
$200 a year. 

Comdr. H. R. Fahlbusch, execu¬ 
tive officer at the base, said the 
I thermos boot” had prevented 
frostbitten feet among American 
troops^ in Korea without a single 
exception. Shipments began in 
September. All marines in Korea 
have the boots, as do much of the 
Army and Navy sjjore forces. 
Shipments will continue until all 
ground troops have the boots. 

The “thermos boot” was in- 
vented by Mr. Gianola. It is all 
rubber and is about the same size 
as the familiar leather combat 
boot. The secret is that it is made 
of two layers of rubber with dead 
air between. The insulation of air 
IS so perfect that the soldier can 
wear the boot in 60 degrees below 
zero with only one pair of cotton 
socks. Curiously enough, the same 
boot is cool in tropical weather. 

Mr. Maglio devised a cheap 

ethod Of mass producing the 
oot.

Dear Dr. Wetmore: 

Your letter inclosing identifications of the birds from which 
you took blood smears last spring is gratefully acknowledged. 

I inclose a list of the infected species arranged according to 
parasites found. There was a slide marked ^3 "but the findings 
on it were negative. I am, of course, most interested in the 
infections of Plasmodium since they are more closely related to 
human malaria. I am not sure whether I mentioned that some 
Brazilian workers have described a very interesting species of 
this genus of parasites from Bamphastos toco Miiller. I should 
be especially interested in smears from birds belonging to the 
family to which this species belongs. 

I hope your next field trip is shaping up and I surely envy you 
the chance to go into the field. I hope you will not let my 
interests burden you when you are so hard at work in the field.

This bill of lading shall have effect subject to the provisions of the Carriage 
of Goods by Sea Act of the United States, approved April 16, 1936, which shall 
be deemed to be incorporated herein, and nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed a surrender by the carrier of any of its rights or immunities or an in¬ 
crease of any of its responsibilities or liabilities under said Act. The provisions 
stated in said Act shall (except as may be otherwise specifically provided herein) 
govern before the goods are loaded on and after they are discharged from the 
ship and throughout the entire time the goods are in the custody of the carrier. 
The carrier shall not be liable in any capacity whatsoever for any delay, non¬ 
delivery or misdelivery, or loss of or damage to the goods occurring while the 
goods are not in the actual custody of the carrier.

Nothing much to report. The Bill for the pay raise for this year was 
cut by the House Committee 1.4^. I was a little worried about this since 
it would mean a $2900 position on an annual basis as far as we are con¬ 
cerned, but the Bill came down today, and we were left untouched at 
$162,000.

We would be more fortunate in that regard since we will have the House 
figures by the end of this week. As I i^rote to you earlier, we will not 
have to go up for Senate hearings before April first, according to the 
present schedule. You will be informed promptly of any developments. 


It looks a,s if appointment of your successor is coming closer, 
it is consummated and, of course, you know the person concerned, it 
would not take effect until January 1.

Dear Dr. Wetmore: 


Things have gone about as expected at the Institution except that we have 
had several talks with representatives from G.A.O. and Archives regarding 
(1) a change in our accounting procedure, and (2) reports control. The latter 
relates principally to internal forms. We will probably discuss the forms 
matter with the interested people here in the Institution to see if we can 
work out some method in which there will be adequate control of forms, without 
at the same time consuming too much work on the part of any group. The change 
in accounting procedures will not be made effective until June 30 , in any 
case so you will have a chance to look it over. 

As to the hearings, I called Eraard Smith, Chief Clerk of the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Appropriations, and asked him whether he had any indication as to 
when hearings would begin on the Independent Offices. He said that there had 
not been any schedule set up for the Independent Offices as yet, but in 
preliminary discussions they estimated these hearings would begin about 
April 1, in which case you will be here in time for the hearings. From all I 
can learn. Senate hearings are brief, - State, Commerce, and Justice having 
17 days assigned as against 4o days last year. It looks to me as if our 
principal line of defense will be general rather than specific and should be 
concerned largely with showing that we have not grown. This is important 
since, apparently, there is a very strong drive on to cut ten billion dollars 
from the budget in order to avoid a deficit. I am enclosing the first page of 
the Report on the Treasury and Post Office Departments' Bill which shows that 
far from being cut below 1952 , there will be a. pretty healthy increase, and 
shows only a$ 72 , 000,000 reduction below the budget estimates for 1953* If* the 
other House subcommittees operate on the same basis, it vail mean that there 
v/ill be a very strong drive for flat cuts in the Senate, and we should do 
everything possible to present all the arguments against such cuts. 

There vras a roundup of the friends of the Hoover Committee at the Statler 
Hotel, - an all day meeting v^ith both luncheon and dinner being served. Jim 
Adams attended this meeting and his report on it is as follows: 
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At the Second National Conference, of the Citizens Cornmittee 

for the Hoover. Report^ it was announced that the Comittee will 
disband June 1 and that it will conduct a concentrated drive 
between now and then for the enactment of six major reorganizations, 
Veterans, Agriculture,'Post Office, Civil Service, Medical Services, 
and National Resources. No mention was made of S. II36, the 
Smithsonian Institution, or the Commission of Fine Arts, and it 
appears that the program which the Committee has undertaken will not 
leave it much time for such minor matters. 

Although hopes were expressed that a new organization would be 
established after the elections no concrete plans were revealed. In 
the long view outlook the chief danger "lies in the tendency of this 
group to evaluate its work in terms of naked percentage of Hoover 
Report recommendations enacted. 

There has been some correspondence on . S. S. S. Copies of letters attached 
show correspondence relative to The Panorama of Science. Thus far we cannot 
find any evidence that the Smithsonian Institution is to receive 5 ^ from the 
sale of this volume, and I do not see why we should. Ne neither prepared it or 
approved it, and you warned them to leave out the name of the Smithsonian in 
connection with this matter in your letter to them of November 21 , I95I. 

My letter of February 28 , to Mr. Monett was taken up withl 4 r.Hanson so it is 
his draft. I am very particular not to send them anything that he does not 
see in view of the delicacy*of our negotiations with them. ¥e want nothing in 
the records which might be embarrassing to us. As soon as we collect all of 
the infoi-mation, it will be talcen up with Mr. Hanson for preparation of a 
letter of reply to the one of March 3 , I952 from Mr. Monett. You will note 
that he indicates that they will soon resume payment. I do not know where 
the funds are coming from unless they are selling capital stock or borrowing 
money on promissory notes, but the enclosed letter from PIr. Rogers of 
Jacksonville, Florida indicates at least some of their contacts will not be 
successful. Any letters t-rritten either to the Series Publishers or to out¬ 
side persons on this subject will have lir . Hanson' s approval. 

Jim Zetek can tell you all about the projected trip of Dr. E. R. Hall to 
Panama since he has all of the correspondence on the matter. If Dr. Hall's 
trip goes through as planned, you mi^t even see him before you return. 

Grover Loaning has replied to your letter and he still wears a chip on his 
shoulder. I will, however, not bother you with this now. Mitman has the letter 
in hand and he will call it to your attention when you return. I thought you 
might be interested in seeing a copy of Admiral Combs' letter of February 5^ to 
you so I am enclosing a copy of it. 

I don't know whether the news has reached you that J. A. Roebling died 
early in February. I sent a letter of sympathy to the widow as did Mr. Aldrich 
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. Abbot also wrote and, .1 believe,, attended the funeral.

U. S. Ballerina Dead in 
French Disaster 


NICE, March 3 (Reuters)— 
French airliner ran into a flight 
6f birds and crashed near here 
today killing 37 of the 38 persons 
aboard, including U. S. ballet star 
Harriet Toby. 

The sole survivor, a French 
woman, was reported in serious 
condition in hospital late today. 
> The birds were believed to have 
fouled the engines as the plane 
circled the airport just after take¬ 
off. 

Miss Toby was flying to Paris 
to keep an appointment — the 
other members of the touripg U. S. 
Marquis de Cuevas Ballet com¬ 
pany made the trip by train. 

Prime Ballerina 

The balleriria—she was born 
Joan Katzmann in Brooklyn 22 
years a^o—had earned herself an 
international reputation as a 
prime ballerina and was ranked 
with the best. She had a contract 
to appear at the Edinburgh festi¬ 
val this summer; 

Also among the victims were 
two PT'ench stage and screen stars 
Michele Verly, 41, and Lise To- 
part, 25. 

' 'The four-engined machine made 
one circuit of the airfield, lowered 
its wheels as if to land again, 
then plunged into an olive grove.

In addition to the above regular annual appropriations there is 
included in the bill authorization for the Export-Import Bank of 
Washington to use $1,125,000 of its corporate funds for administrative 
expenses. This represents an increase of $175,000 over the 1952 
authorization, but a decrease of $6,000 in the 1953 budget estimate. 

SUMMARY OF THE BILL ' 

The total of the regular annual appropriations, carried in Titles I 
and II of the bill, is $3,442,455,000, a reduction of $72,690,000 in 
the budget estimates for direct appropriation. The amount recom¬ 
mended in the bill is, however, $482,282,000 more than the amount of 
regular annual appropriations for 1952 for these Departments. 

Comparisons with 1952 appropriations, however, are misleading to 
the extent that there are currently pending before the committee 
approximately $392,900,000 in supplemental requests for 1952 
based on actions over which the Departments have little or no coiitrol, 
namely: approximately $265,700,000 for increased pay resulting from 
passage pf Public Laws 201 and 204, 82nd Congress; approximately 
$27 200 000 for costs incident to the granting of increased annual 
leave to’postal employees pursuant to Public Law 233, 82nd Congress, 
and $100,000,000 required to cover costs incmred as a result of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s recent decision establishing higher 

railway mail pay rates. i, j +i. 

Were the pending supplemental to be approved as submitted, tne 

increase over 1952, as recommended by the committee in the accom¬ 
panying bill, would be $89,400,000. Thus, the recommendation 
for 1953 constitutes in large measure requirements to meet statutory or 
regulatory provisions, with but modest allowance for additional em¬ 
ployment over and above the levels to be achieved in 1952. 

The Committee, in reviewing the budget estimates of the treasury 
and Post Office Departments, has critically examined each proposal to 
insure that (1) employment is kept at a minimum, wherever possible 
not exceeding that permitted in 1952; (2) nonessential expenditures 
are excluded; and (3) improvements in methods, procedures, and 
processes are adequately reflected as savings. Exceptions to these 
general rules of analysis were made with respect to sjmcihc functions 
as indicated below with reference to the particular Bureau or item 
concerned. The Committee has also taken into account the savings 
made possible as a result of the adoption of the graduated, leave law 
as applied to classified employees of the Government.

I have your letter of February 28th and regret exceedingly that you have been 
annoyed with a letter of eoB^laint from a man who claims that he did not order the 
Panorama of Science." He is very much mistaken about this as well as about his 
reference to an experience he had with us on a previous occasion. 

^I am enclosing the order that we received from Mr. E. Stanley Field for the 
the "Panorama of Science." fhe volme was shipped to him last September. Had he 
decided not to keep it and returned it to us, we would not have compelled him to 
pay for it. ¥e had s<OTe rettims, and other than one letter written to them, the 
suhscrlbers were not pressed to make payment. ¥e did not get tou^ with Mr, Field 
until he coupletely ignored five or six statements and notices mailed to Mm over 
a period of four aM a half months. The toughest accounts that we have to handle 
are those where we get notMng but silence. There were exactly I 86 from whom we 
received no response to our statements and notices out of a total of 
approxln»tely 3?2CX) shipments. Really not a bad percentage, but they presented a 
probl«a. With a total amount owing to us of over $1,000, it was a question of 
how to proceed. ¥e certainly didn’t feel like giving vnp when there was over 
$1,000 involved without one final effort. Well, that notice broiight in payments 
from about 50 subscribers, M^d at least half of them apologized for having 
us wait so long for payment* Kie accounts of tbsse who didn’t respond, and Mr. 

E. Stanley Field’s was one of them, were turned over to an attorney for 
collection. 

The hook was not offered as a part of The Smithsonian Series and nothing was 
said in our announcement to give that Impression. ¥e have sold a good many copies 
to people other than Saithsonlan subscribers. In fact, we anticipate that the 
greatest number of sales, far, will come from those who do not own the 
Smithsonian Series. 

Incidentally, you said in your letter to Mr. Field that the Institution has 
no interest whatsoever in this book.

Now the quest ion is, what to do with this fellow Field, I will be glad to 
straighten him out, but if I write him, I will have to make a liar out of you, 
aai that wouldn't do. You see, I will have to tell him that the Institution 
has an interest in the Fanoraeia of Science to the eictent that they receive a 
royalty from the sale of it. Perhaps you had better write him and send him hhis 
order. 

I believe it would serve our best Interests, l!£r, Oraf, if in the future 
before responding to a letter such as the one Mr. Field wrote to the Institution, 
you cheeked with us first regarding the matter. It might save both of us some 
embarrassment. 

While I ha.’sTe your attention, I mnt you as well as Br. Wetaore to know that 
we have been in a very tight spot financially during the past three to four 
months, but the condition is gradually correcting itself and w® hope to he able 
to catch up with our payments to the Institution in the course of another 30 days. 

Once again let me say I re^et very much that your peace of mind has been 
distxirbed because of this unwarranted complaint on the part of Mr, Field, and we 
will be governed by your wishes should you decide that it is best for us to 
write him and clarify the Hotter,

Attached are some papers you ^■Jlll want to take with you to Panama since 
they will give you the background on matters you will want to discuss with 
Jim Zetek. 

1. Tearing down the Chapman House is apparently not too urgent since 
this has been bat-proofed and fairly well repaired. It is naturally a lame 
duck and will have to come down within a reasonable period since I think it 
is pretty well termite eaten. 

2. Apparently Jim and I are pretty well agreed as to what should be 
completed this fiscal year. This would include: 

(a) Finishing the new building. 

(t) Purchase of two motor generators, probably 10 KVA 
(c) Ptirchase of the library cases. 

/ 

If any money is left over we might try to purchase some of the specimen 
storage cases though this can be handled in the nexb fiscal year. 

As to motor generators, paragraph 2. (b), I see that Jim wants either 
Kohler or Onan. I do not know that specs could be prepared which would 
eliminate those makes which we have found totally unsatisfactory. Apparently 
our only hope of getting either one of these makes would be to have strong 
letters written regarding the desirable qualities these possess as to length 
of life under tropical conditions and thus they would be cheaper in the long 
run. Soper might be able to give us the information we need since he is well 
informed on such technical matters, but I look forward to some trouble in 
getting the generators that have proven so satisfactory in the past. 

Going back to the library cases, if funds start running short, we could 
purchase only part of our needs. 

\ 

I think it should be impressed on Jim that finishing of the storage 
building and requisitioning of motor generators should be speeded up as much 
as possible. Unless these funds are obligated according to oxir allotment, they 
might be scooped up and used for pay bill purposes which would mean that we 
would lose them not only for this year but for all time. 

You may tell Jim that I am still collecting data on fire-resisting paints, 
and should be able to send him some useful suggestions very soon. These paints 
are not protection against a quick or a hot fire, but they do prevent the spread 
of small or slow fires, and I think they would be well worthwhile for interior use. 
Soper may have had some experience with some of these paints.

Dear John: 

Have yours of the 9th plus too many other letters, etc., for comfort. I may have to 
be a bit brief in today's reply to yours. 

(1) OE. We are doing just that. Concrete floor about 90^ finished, and by next Friday 
will have the toilets and showers in, and connected to water. Expect next 'Vfeek to order 
the terracota blocks, windows, doors, etc. We cannot yet do a thing re wiring, will have 
to put in a separate line from our main box, and want Soper to suggest so that whatever 
we put in will serve after we have more adequate current. Wish more current were as easy 

as more water storage. 

(2) OK. Probably we will, after all, plan on the additional water storage from oxir roof 
runoff of new bldg. Will require getting more gravel, cement, etc. The old wooden tank 

is none too good. 

(3) Also OE. Toilets and showers will be in this month. 

(4) Chapman House, - ok, but I wanted to have the general layout passed upon so we could 
save time by having the plans made and specifications. With these on hand, when ready to 
starts we are that much ahead. 

(5) Old big bldg. OK. I hope those fire-resisting paints really resist fire. I would 
be interested to know whether tests were made. We had some experience with some fire- 
resisting paints, and they did not resist. I don't know how expensive an automatic 
sprinkler system would be.. VJe certainly will need the new Ch^'PEi^-i^ unit before we can 
talk about revamping the old lab bldg-, into a fireproof structure. 

(6) Will talk over the kitchen with A.W. Since we lock the building when Heliodora is 
not there, we are well protected. 

(7) Fine, agree with you. 

(3) This is important and has not been overlooked, am waiting to see how much I will 
need to complete the lower part of new bldg., newwater tank, etc., and such purchases 
as gasoline, etc. I wanted the new book cases and am glad you are having the prices 
checked. I am wondering, - how do you go about to order two new 5 KVA generators? We 
know the Oman and Kohler are good. Would you be sure that you could get either of these, 
or might you find yourself with a bid for some other make that may be questionable? 

(9) This is continuation of (8) and will get busy with Soper. Next Tuesday I should 
know more about the cost of completion of the new building. 

(10) Re Tom Clark's request; I have had too much coming in, and have put in a full 'J-de.y 
week, but I will give him real soon the obligated total to including the 2nd quarter. Mj"- 
heavy expenditures will come in the 3rd quarter. I have some bills of Pan-Can that have 
not as yet come in.

■which you and Br. Wetmore should discuss carefully, and you should 
have readily available information as to how many scientists you 
can care for, both as to living quarters and laboratory space. 

7. Your statement about the cable is one on which I am still 
working. If ■the cable must be provided from nondefense funds, it 
seaas clear that both you and 1 will be out of the pictxire before 
such ftinds are a-vrailable. Just yesterday I wro^te a letter to 
Mr. Beed, Chairman of the Arctic Beseairch Laboratory Advisoiy Board, 
suggesting that he try to get •fche Arctic, Besert, Tropic groups to 
pool their efforts so that funds would be available for three 
laboratories: (a) Arctic - Point Barrowj (b) Desert - site to be 
chosenj and (e) Tropic • Barro Colorado, together with such other 
space as might be borrowed from the military in the Canal Zone. I 
would not want to clutter up the Island with so much defense work 
that it ceases to be a biological area. This must be held at aJJ. 
costs. This plan seems so reasonable that it should win out, but 
these things aU take time and your generators are not getting 
younger, 


I feel, therefore, tliat your planning for the balance of this 
fiscal year should includes (a) completion of the new building; 

(b) the purchase of required motor generators; and (c) the purcliase 
of tlie library book sections mentioned In your letter of August 10, 
1950* We have your needs for ■these sections at an estimated total 
cost of $1,385* These prices, however, are being rechecked by our 
property office on the basis of present prices. This last Item (c) 
is also important since steel cases will not be a-milable 
indefini^tely, We may even have trouble getting them now. 

9. We will await Soper's recommendations (yotnr paragraph 6) before 
we check prices on generators. We may also need a letter addressed 
to you from Soper indicating the ad^vlsability of obtaining specific 
makes for use under ■tropical conditions. It certainly is no economy 
to buy cheap material lirtiich will not stand xq). Please get up the 
Soper recommendations as soon as possible, and see if you can 
tighten down the estimate for completing the new building so we will 
know what we have available in the -way of funds for the balance of 
this fiscal year. Planning on the expenditure of those funds must 
start vei-y soon, since you know we cannot wait too long and be sure 
of closing the transactions.

Dear Dr. Wetmore; 

I hope you’ll be able to clear up whether 
■til® Zonotrichia occurs on Taboga. After checking 
with the American Geographic Society’s map, I fear 
that in my last letter I somewhat overestimated the 
height of the island. Still the summit is not too 
m.uch lo7»er than the altitude at which the bird has 
already been found in Panama, and on islands there 
is sometimes a tendency for highland birds to occur 
at lower elevations, e.g., Curacao. 

Hov/ever it would be surprising if you found 
much else of ornithological interest on Taboga, at 
least as far as breeding species are concerned. I 
should think a day or two would be ample, for it is 
small and easy to get around in. There is commimi- 
cation with the mainland by public launch several 
times a day, and there are (except on festivals) 
ample living accommodations for visitors. 

By the way, may I thank you for sending me the 
Goldman book on Mexico.

P.S. There is another Taboga mystery relating to the 
hummingbird Chlorostilbon . A male from the Rothschild 
Collection marked ’’C. salvini ”. attributed to Taboga 
”1899 Rosenberg”, certainly has most of the maxilla as 
well as the mandible pale and dull tips to the rectrices. 
Another specimen from the same locality and collection is 
the expected assimllis . with wholly black bill and tail. 

I have seen the latter at Taboga and also some form of 
Amazilla edward . An unidentified Chaetura apparently breeds; 
at least I saw a pair near the bath houses on my one-day 
visit of July 5, 1951.

From the Journal of Dr. M. W. Stirling, 1951: 


January 29 - Rented a two-room house in Lagarto for $1. 00 
per day, population here is all black on the coast, but Indian 
inland. The trail from Salud to Rio Indio for the first half hour 
lies back of the beach, and for the next hour following the beach. 
The coast is low, no rocks or cliffs, and no mangroves. It is 
necessary to ford one stream about halfway. The town of Rio 
Indio is on the west side at the mouth of the river, crossing by 
dugout. Located on a hill which is grass-covered and airy. The 
Corregidor Evaristo Betegon runs the cantrna and store. 

People mixed, Indian and black. 

It is possible to go up the Rio Indio for six hours with an 
outboard and three days by dugout alone. 

February 15 - Moved equipment with 18 carriers from Salud to 
Rio Indio, re 9 .ted a one--room house on the hill. 

Secured a large canoe from El Chino, hired Demitrio, a 
good man as a guide. Went up the river six hours by outboard 
where the water became too shallow for the heavily loaded canoe. 
Two hours away is a cave called Casa de Laja containing bats. 
February 18 - Urucillo further down stream has 10 houses and a r 
school which Stirling used for quarters. The village was started 

10 years ago and is the only interior village in the region. Also 
the only settlement on the river, located at the first fork of the 
Rio Indio, a point 7 hours by outboard from the coast. 
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The three provinces of Colon, Panama, and Code 
meet on Cerro Illinoyal, about a mile east of Urucillo. 

Population entirely Indian. People trade in Penomene. Two 
long days fast riding, or 4 days on foot. There are many streams 
to cross and the trail is usually very muddy. Dry season from 
the second half of February to April. Impossible to get ripe fruit. 

The Corregidor of Urucillo lives 4 hours away by horseback. 



Palmas Bellas 






The corregidor when we were there was named 
Garibaldi, a one-legged negro and a very decent sort* 

We paid ll.OO a day for the use of Senor Sevallos’ 
tin roofed shack. This was probably double what it should 
have been, since the price was arranged by Mr. Topper, 
husband of the school teacher in Pina, who is by way of 
being a high pressure promoter. 

We paid Sevallos 50^ a day for the house to store 
our excess equipment under lock and key while we were away. 
If you should stay there, a small boy will keep you supplied 
with water for 5^ a 5~gallon tin. Garibaldi will give 
you a key to the escusado behind the Casa Municipal, about 
50 yards from Sevallos’ house. 

Sra. Sevallos did our cooking and served our meals 
next door. We furnished the food, she bought eggs, meat 
and bread in town when available. We paid her 75i b. day to 
cook for us. She also did our laundry. Used lots of soap 
and charged Tivoli prices. 

We paid #2.00 a day for labor in Palmas Bellas. 

We had Garibaldi arrange for men to carry our 
equipment from Salud to Rio Indio. We agreed to pay #2 for 
the trip. This is really too much, as we learned in Rio 
Indio that a round trip from there to Rio Salud is worth 
only # 1 . 25 . When we came back we paid #1.50 in spite of 
the precedent we set on our first trip. 
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Rio Salud 

Unless you want to collect on the Lagarto, you 
should pass up Palmas Bellas entirely and make Salud your 
jumping off place. 

By leaving Colon fairly early you can get to Salud 
in the middle of the morning. If you have luck you might 
be able to recruit enough carriers there to go on the same 
day to Rio Indio. Salud is a fairly large town and there 
are plenty of men if they are not all out working in the 
fields, which I think unlikely. You can leave your car on 
the Colon side of the Rio Salud in charge of the crippled 
negro who lives there at the canoe crossing. The village 
is on the opposite side. We gave him a carton of cigarettes 
and he seemed very pleasant. Our car had not been touched 
while we were away. We paid a youngster 54^ a trip to ferry 
us over the river. We had one exceptionally good man from 
Salud by the name of Luis Delgado. He walked to and from 
Rio Indio each night to work with us there. He also brought 
us beans from Palmas Bellas as none were available in Rio 
Indio. If you should have the luck to locate him quickly 
when you get to Salud, he would probably be the one to round 
up your carriers. Two brothers by the name of Maldonado 
are apparently the most aggressive pair in town and you 
might be referred to them. They are pretty much schemers, 
however, and should be tactfully avoided as they would cost 


you money. 
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The walk along the beach can be made in Ij hours, 
but with loads it will take a bit more than 2 hours. Watch 
how they load, as they may bring extra men and boys who try 
to grab a piece of equipment and start off with it, spread¬ 
ing the work as far as possible. 

There is a store in Rio Salud with the usual small 
stock. You can usually get iced beer, coca cola, etc. Good 
swimming at the mouth of the Salud. 

Rio Indio 

The corregidor Evaristo Betegon rims the store 
and cantina. He is intelligent and literate. Seemed fairly 
cooperative. 

We rented a large one-room house from Jose'’ 

Martinez for $10 a month. Since/were occupying it 2 weeks 

and 2 days, I gave him $6. By writing to the corregidor, 

you could undoubtedly arrange to get the same place. This 

was in the center of town convenient to the river and as 

good as anything we saw in town. Drinking water is obtained 

from a stream quite a distance up river. You can pay small 

boys 10^ a 5-gallon can to go up by canoe and get it, or 

send one of your own men. There is mail service to and from 

Rio Indio twice a week. ^ . 

Rice and coconuts seem to be the only things they 
have plenty of. Even bananas are hard to get, although the 
discard bunches which the weekly launch will not take are 
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sold for 10^ to 25 ^ and fed green to the chickens. Even 
chickens are scarce and expensive. Abosolutely no beans 
to be had after Palmas Bellas. We couldn^t even get root 
vegetables--yucca, camotes or iiames. Maria said that some¬ 
times the families up the river planted them. We got some 
sour oranges. 

No gasoline is available either. Demetrio told us 
his son would make a trip to Salud and have the bus take the 
tin to Colon and bring it back in the evening. The boy 
would charge $1.25 and the bus 25^* Demetrio can make all 
your arrangements for you and will save you much time and 
trouble. 

Demetrio Saladino is his full naune. He was born 
on the river, knows everyone, is completely dependable and 
industrious. He is the man you should hire as your head man 
and guide for your trip on the Indio. He was corregidor for 
a time but has been out 2 years now. He is related to Maria 
Munoz, a woman of about 45 who did our cooking for us in the 
village. She is a widow whose house is falling down but 
the poor thing tries to be neat and clean. She makes bread 
to sell to the townfolk. The store usually carries flour. 
There is no cooking oil to be had in town. As I said before' 
rice is about all. You will have to buy a bunch and let 
your own bananas ripen. We paid the Senora Maria 75^ a day. 
Kerosene, soap and eggs can be bought.

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We paid Demetrio |2 a day and he ate with us on 
the trip upriver. We paid $2 a day without food in Rio 
Indio proper. At El Uracillo, we paid labor |1.50 a day 

without food.

Manuel Madrid lives upriver, almost as far as 
El Uracillo. He spends half of his time in or around Rio 
Indio. He is commonly referred to as ”E1 Chino” because of 
his looks, but he is pure Indian. He always seems to have 
a cynical look on his face, but he is a dandy worker. He 
owns his own outboard and was trying to have it fixed when 
we were there. He could operate the outboard and canoe on 
the river trip if you use an outboard. He has planted coffee 
on his property upriver and has several pieces of property 
which he is farming here and there. He apparently has some 
money, but he is not adverse to earning some more. If he 
is available to man the canoe for you upriver, he is well 
worth his $2. There are many logs in the river upstream and 
it makes progress very slow if somebody has to stand watch 
all the time. We rented El Chino’s big dugout for $1 a day. 
It is made to be used with an outboard and we didn’t need the 
rigging Perry made for us. 

It took us about 7 hours to reach El Chino’s house 
upriver. We had to get out and wade as the men pushed the 
canoe through 3 shallow spots. El Chino said that we could 
not quite reach El Uracillo in his big canoe. However, a lot 
of rain fell during the night and the next day we were able 
to reach it in about half an hour. 
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El Uracillo 


Diego Hernandez is the regidor of El Uracillo, 

He arranged for us to use the sfchoolhouse, which is EI£GANTl 
We gave him $10 for the use of the school. We also hired a 
big canoe from him—$2~for the trip downriver and back. 

He owns an outboard but doesn’t use it much as it is hard to 
get gas. Strange as it may seem, I believe his store is 
better than the one at the Boca. Perhaps because upriver 
the people have some money. He has kerosene, flour, rice, 
spaghetti in some form or shape, tomato paste, sardines, 
corned beef, Klim, banned milk, crackers, cigarettes, soda pop, 
soap, candles, onions. His wife makes bread. Just before 
we left, he ran out of canned milk so don’t count on himl 
He makes trips frequently to restock and you can get items 
to help out your supplies, but I wouldn’t want to plan on it. 
Again—no beans. 

We got papaya up here. 

I did the cooking, I didn’t mind as I had a place 
to do it and they didn’t seem to know of anyone who might 
do it for us. Perhaps Diego might be able to suggest somebody. 
Just before we left I saw a nice appearing girl of about 22 
who could probably do all right. 

We had a charity case do our laundry and paid Tivoli 
prices plus, Demetrio told us the story of the poor soul. 

Her husband was visiting another woman when the rightful hus¬ 
band appeared and proceeded to go to work on him with a 
machete. He was all chopped up but survived and now cannot 






walk or feed himself, so his poor wife works in the fields 
to support him* X don*t know that I would advise getting 
mixed up with her if you can avoid it.
